Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant invention Is distinguished over the prior art of record by providing a 
reactor for electrochemically processing a microelectronic workpiece comprising a 
movable electrode assembly and a cleaning electrode. The movable electrode 
assembly is spaced apart from the workpiece and is movable toward and away from the 
cleaning electrode. While the prior art of record does teach three electrode systems 
comprising the workpiece, a plating electrode, and a removing electrode, the prior art 
neither teaches nor suggests the relationship between the features as claimed. Shinogi 
et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 5,344,539) teach an apparatus capable of plating and removing 
material, but the plating electrode is not movable in relation to the removing electrode. 
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Simpson et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,174,425) teach an apparatus having a cleaning 
electrode and plating electrode, but the electrodes do not move relative to one another 
as recited in the instant claims. Talieh et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,328,872) teach an 
apparatus wherein the workpiece moves relative to both the plating electrode and 
polishing electrode, the electrodes do not move relatively to one another as recited In 
the instant claims. The instant invention provides a means for cleaning the electrode 
assembly without affecting the workpiece and without the need to remove the electrode 
assembly from the reactor for cleaning.
